It is not in ac- 
cordance with the principles they approve.’’

THE LATE A. A. TALMAGE BURIED IN 
BELLEFONTAINE TO-DAY. 


An Army of Wabash Employes Escorts the 
Body to Its Final Resting Place—Mag- 
nificent Display of Floral Offerings — 
Impressive Discourse Delivered by Dr. 
D. C. Marquis—Distinguished Gathering 
of Citizens and Visiting Railroad Off- 
cials. 


The funeral of A. A. Talmage, late Vice- 
Preside nt and General Manager of the Wabash 
Western Railway, took place this morning and 
was one of the largest ever seen in St. Louis. 
The remains were exposed to view from 8 to 10 
a. m., atthe family residence, No. 8651 Wash- 
ington avenue. The body, in asuit of black 
with standing collar and small black tie, re- 
posed in a oloth- covered and cloth-draped 
casket of red cedar. The right hand was 
crossed upon the breast and the left reposed 
easily below it. The casket, which was very 
massive and handsome in appearance was 
lined with satin and carried eight heavy ox- 
idized silver handles. Itstood upon two black 
pedestals in the spacious staircase hallway of 
the dwelling. At the head of the casket 
a large pillow of roses, white, with the words 
„Dear Father“ in purple immortelles was 
placed, a mute expression of the affection of 
his children. A large anchor of white roses 
was upon the foot of the casket. This was a 
tribute from Capt. Reynolds of Toledo, com- 
mander and owner of the yacht on 
which Mr. Talmage was about to em- 
bark when detained by his fatal II- 
ness. On three tables near the remains 
were a number of other floral gifts 
from personal friends. of the family. Mr. 
and Mrs. M. M. Buck had sent a triple 
arch of roses, white carnations and balsam 
forming an open portal through which a dove 
with outstretched wings was seen. The pave- 
mentof the portals wasof pansiesand dark 
heliotropes. Mr. and Mrs. R. P. Tansey hod 
gent a pillow of white roses with the word 
„Rest in violets. Mr. and Mrs. Adolphus 
Busch senta similar offering. Among other 
pieces that covered the tables was a wreath of 
laurel from Mr. and Mrs. J. F. How. A sheaf 
of wheat filled with white carnations from 
Mr. and Mrs. Barker of Toledo, a cross of dark 
heliotro and several loose bouquets from 
other friends. Ali of these flowers were taken 
to the grave later and lett above the remains. 

The arrangements at the house, if such quiet 
and reposeful peace can be called arrange- 
ments, were under the directions of Messrs. 
C. M. Hays and H. A. Lloyd. A tarpaulin cov- 
ered the polished floor of the hailway and 
the remains were so placed that those who 
came to take a last look at them could pass on 
either side of the casket, entering at the south 
front door and passing out at the doorway on 
the west. Two colored servants stood at 
either door directing the entrance and egress 
of those who came.

This 
was especially true where they were called to 
stand beside the bier of the dear departed. It 
was hard, he said, to do justice to the memory 
of the dead and preach a lesson to the living 
when the heart was suffering and the mental 
faculties were confused by the shock of a sud- 
den bereavement. He was there as one 
mourning for a friend whose inner life he had 
been privileged to know. He dwelt for atime 
on

of the deceased. Mr. Talmage, he said, had 
from early youth devoted his energies to hon- 
est labor. The great enterprises with which 
he had been connected owed their efficiency 
and success to his watchful supervision and 
direction. The position he had occupied 
called for a combination of the qualities 
of a military chieftain and statesman. 
It demanded clearness of 1 
romptness of decision an wisdom 
n the exercise of authority. Mr. Talmage 
had possessed these qualities in an eminent 
degree. lle had acted always with a con- 
scientious regard for the interests ne was set 
to foster. It has been well said: No excel- 
lence without labor; weli-directed, patient, 
persevering labor made men great. The 
secret of Mr. Talmage’s success was simply 
hard work. 

Dr. Marquis then referred to the extra- 
ordinary mortality rate in railroad circles. 
Within one short year a trio of great men, the 
leaders in rank of three eat systems that 
centered in st. Louis, had passed away, 
crushed beneath the Juggernaut car of 
modern centralization—Hoxie, Rogers,and now 
Talmage. He questioned whether it was not 
time to call a halt on this centralization of 
capital and care. There was a limit to human 
endurance, and that limit was reached when 
Hoxie died. How many more of these noble, 
useful, grand men must fall before this lesson 
would be learned. 

Dr. Marquis then spoke briefly of Mr. Talm- 
age’s personal and religious life. His virtues, 
he „ had root in justice and manliness and 
truth. He was a regular attendant on relig- 
ious services, but he had :nade no open confes- 
sion of repentance. That must be left between 
him and his God. 

Dr. Hollifield said a few words supplemental 
to Dr. Marquis’ remarks. Mrs. Prmtorious 
then sang Rock of Ages, and the service” 
was concluded with prayer. The congrega- 
tion was requested to remain seated until 
there should be an intermission in the fall of 
rain, which was then coming down in huge 
drops. 

When there was a lull in the storm the cor- 
tege proceeded from the church in earriages to 
Bellefontaine Cemetery. The employes took 
‘buses from Garrison avenue and Morgan 
street to the cemetery gate. At the cemeter 
the burial service of the Presbyterian Chure 
was recited by Dr. Marquis.

THE RACE WAR. 


Refugees From Morehouse Captured bya 
sheriff's Posse—One Man Killed. 


MINDEN, La., July 2.—Information reached 
here last night that three of the negroes en- 
gaged in the Morehouse riot had passed 
across the four parishes intervening near this 
point, traveling on foot on their way to Texas. 
The sheriff quickly organized a posse and in an 
hour or two overhauled them on thé railroad 
track. The sheriff ordered them to surrender 
and they gave him pistol shots in answer. 


The Sheriff and his posse returned the fire. 
After the smoke cleared away one of the ne- 
s was found dead. Parties from More- 
ouse report that no political significance can 
be attached to tne Morehouse killing. White 
citizens bad determined to give a negro 100 
lashes and force him to leave the country fora 
misdemeanor. To this the negro consented. 
While citizens were administering the punish- 
ment they were fired upon by a party in am- 
bush, who proved to be friends of the 
negro, and some half-dozen of the party 
more or less seriously wounded. A negro 
turned informer on the attacking party, and 
the next day a body of armed citizens went 
afterthem. The negroes seemed to be ready 
for them, and again fired at them, killing one 
white man and mortally wounding another. 
Four negroes were killed on the spot and an- 
other lynched that afternoon. Three others, 
including the negro school teacher, eluded the 
mob and got away. They had traveied about 
ninety miles westward when overtaken as 
ve.

Cattle therein were lifted up, some being 
landed upon high bauks, but most of them 
being carried forward and drowned. Hun- 
dreds of cattle thus perished. The water must 
have come upwards of fifty miles, as it over- 
flowed the hotel and railroad track at Santano 
before it exhausted itself.

STATEHOOD IN UTAH, 


The Movement Declared to Be Conducted 
by Members of the Mormon Church. 


SauT Lake Crrr, Utah, July 2.—J. B. Rose- 
borough, Chairman of the Democratic Terri- 
torial Gommittee of Utah, and William H. 
James, Chairman of the Republican Territorial 
Committee, have issued a public address in 
reference to the movement for Statehood in 
Utah. The address refers to the fact that both 
the Republican and Democratic parties in 
Utah refused to participate in the convention 
and adds: The whole affair is a church party 
movement, conducted solely by members of 
the Mormon church, to obtain for it statehood.

The stairs which have 
rotted away, will be replaced and other weak 
places patched for the double execution on 
August 12. The authorities were desirous of 
experimenting with a new scaffold on that oc- 
casion, but Maxwell will have to be content 
with the present delapidated structure.

DR. CHARLES, GARCIA’S EXPERIENCE AT 
THE WRONG END OF MUSKETS. 


A Reminiscent Sequel of a Reminiscence— 
Gen. Bragg’s Tyranny Ulustrated—Con- 
clusion of an Interesting Story—Heow It 
Feels te Stand Waiting for Death—Gen. 
Beauregard’s Kindness to Soldiers. 


On Thursday there was printed in the Post- 
DISPATCH a story taken from the Americus 
(Ga.) Recorder, illustrative of Gen. Bragg s 
cruelty. The scene of this tale was Corinth, 
Miss., and the time during the retreat from 
Shiloh. Bragg was personally superintending 


the loading of the cars. He had a 
great burly fellow cursing the men 
and inciting them to greater activity. 


A young soldier not over 20, tall and hand- 
some though pale and delicate, passed up the 
platform looking for the cars in which the sick 
were to be transported. He was evidently ill. 
The burly fellow hailed him, ordering him to 
fall in and help heave the goods into the cars. 
The soldier replied that he was too ill to work; 
had he been able he would have been with his 
regiment. The big fellow called the Generai’s 
attention to this insubordination and Gen. 

Bragg ordered the young man to go to work. 


He repeated the answer he had given the man 
in charge of the squad. 

The General's eyes seemed to flash fire as he 
exclaimed: 

What! You dare to disobey my orders?’ 

Ido, caimly replied the young man. 

The General called a lieutenant of a Louisiana 
> ad of regulars doing guard duty, and 
said: 

‘*‘Take six of your company and carry this 
man to that grove and shoot him.’’ 

The Lieutenant called his men, but before 
going to the grove Gen. Bragg. took him aside 
and talked for a moment. he recalcitrant 
soldier was then taken to the grove and

And there the Recorder story camé to an 
end. It leaves one in as unsatisfied a state as 
one of Frank Stockton’s stories. What be- 
came of the soldier? Did he die in a hospital? 
Did he live to be food for powder? 

A PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter discovered the 
sequel this morning, heard the incident and 
its conclusion from the brave young soldier's 


own lips. 

Tes, admitted Dr. Charles Garola, ‘‘I 
was the young soldier. He was sitting in his 
oftice at 1231 Chouteau avenue, resting after an 
all-night battle with an obstreperous patient, 
‘*I closed the book of the war years ago. It 
contains so much that is unpleasant and bitter 
that I have seldom cared to open it. Some- 
times when I read reminiscences in the papers 
I grow interested in them. Iread the ‘Re- 
corder’ story. It was quite correctas to the 
features of the incident. 

Won t you tell the story again?“ 

‘‘Iwas amember of the Beauregard Rifles 
of the Crescent Regiment from New Orleaas. 
After Shiloh the Confederate Army retreated 
to Corinth, and being attacked there made a 
demonstration, under cover of which the re- 
treat was made to Tupelo. At Corinth I was 
taken ill with camp fever. I could not finda 
8 for everything was in confusion, and 
so I went to the train, where I expected to find 
a surgeon and get transportation. I felt that 
1 was not able to walk to Tupelo with my regi 
ment. I was stopped as described and taken 
to the woods to be shot.’’ 


WAITING FOR DEATH. 


„What were your sensations while waiting 
for the command of Fire?? 

Jean hardly tell. A man who has been in 
danger before will on such an occasion resign 
himself to his fate. A numbness comes over 
him and he does not much careif his last mo- 
ment comes then, I had been in dangerous 
places before. I had been in Shiloh and other 
actions. I resigned myself.“ 

Did you doubt you had been taken out to 
be shot?’’ 

1 had not the least doubt in the world 
that I was standing there to be killed. 
As the muskets looked at me I took what I 
thought was sy last breath. When the lieu- 
tenant ordered the men to ‘recover arms,’ I 
could not understand why I was not dead. 
As soon asI was liberated I went away quick- 
ly. The outrage -to which I had been sub- 
jected, and probably. the fear caused by m 
danger had entirely qured me of the fever. I felt 
strong and well. and rejoining — company 
marched all the way to Tupelo without a re- 
currence of the fever. 

Did you ever afterward see Gen. Bragg? 

1 saw him at Tupelo. The Beauregard 
Rifles, bearing thé name of the great General 
and coming from his heme, were detailed to 
guard his headquarters, I was on guard there 
one night,and at the asual time for relief I was 
forgotten. Iremained there until morning, 

becoming very tired I tore up bricks from 
the pavement and made a pile against a tree 
high enough for me to sit upon, 7s appear to 
be 288 No sooner did 1 seat myself 
there than I fell asleep.

A Frowning City—More Fighting Among the 
Savage Tribes ef Africa—A Subterranean 
Notes,

Once upon atime there existed somewhere 
in the heart of the great dark continent a 
white and civilized race of barbarians. Con- 
sidering that they had never, except in one or 
two isolated instances, seen the face of any 
human being save those of their own race, 
they were wonderfuily civilized. Hemmed in 
by countless chains of impassable mountains 
on one side and by a broad and 
smiling lake ot fathomless depth 
and boundless extent on the other, whose 
only inlet was through a subterranean river 
passing under the pathless mountains, and 
whose outiet no man knew, this race of 
aborigines had lived and died and grown into 
a nation without the help or assistance of any 
foreign race, creed or nationality. Their re- 
ligion was the worship of the sun; they had 
boats, horses, weapons of warfare, churches, 
doctors, a priesthood, schools, a language 
and a literature; but of steam, the electric 
telegraph, the telephone, the daily newspaper 
and the board of trade these happy people 
knew nothing.

Thousands of miles away in far-off England 
there lived a gentleman named Allen Quarter- 
main who had lost his son.

On further considera- 
tion, however, the place was slightly changed 
and the party approached Mt. Lainu from the 
mouth of the Tama River. At Lamu they ob- 
tained native guides. and Quartermain fell in 
with an old acquaintance, a magnificent speci- 
menofa Zulu Chief, six feet three or four 
inches high, and broad and strong in propor- 
tion. His name was ‘‘Umslopogaas,’’ or in 
vuigar parlance, ‘‘The Woodpecker, from a 
habit he had of drilling scientific holes in his 
enemies’ skulls with a pointed, horn-like in- 
strument at the back of his battle axe. This 
insignificant member ofthe human race also 
consented to accompany the party, who 
proceeded in boats up the Tama River on tieir 
way to a spot called ‘‘Charra,’’ where a 
mission station was said to exist. The 
country through which they traveled was a 
dangerous one, owing to the proximity cf the 
terrible ‘‘Masal,’’ the most savage and war- 
like of all African tribes, whose very name is 
sufficient to inspire terror in the breast ofa 
native warrior. The party hoped, however, 
to pass sub-silentio through the wild region to 
the mission station without attracting the at- 
tention of their enemies; but such was not to 
be the case. The first hint they received that 
the savages were on their track was a suff 
ciently alarming one, and is worth giving in 
the dramatic and forcible language of the 
author. 

One evening an ominous incident occurred. 
We were just drawing into the bank to make 


our camp as usual for the night, when we 
caught sightof a figure standing on a little 
knoll not forty yards away, and intent! 
watching our approach. One glance was suf- 
ficient—although I was personally acquainted 
with the tribe—to tell me that he was a Masai 
Elmorau or a young warrior. Indeed, had I had 
any doubts they would have quickly been dis- 
pelled dy the terrified ejaculation, ‘‘Masai,’’ 
that burst simultaneously from the lips of our 
Wakwafi followers. 

And whatafigure he presented as he stood 
there in his savage war-gear. Accustomed as 
I have been to savagesalimy life, I don’t 
think thatI have ever before seen anything 
quite so ferocious or awe-inspiring. To 

in with, the man was * tall. 
quite as tall as Umslopogaas, I should say, 
and beautifully though somewhat slightly 
shaped, but with the face of a devil. In his 
right hand he held a spear about five and a 
halt feet long * * The elaborate array 
of the Masai warrior, who stood watching the 
approach of the two canoes, is one which to 
be appreciated must be seen; only those who 
see it do not often live to describe it. 

While we were hesitating what to do, the 
Masai warrior drew himself up in a dignified 
fashion, shook his huge spear at us and turn- 
ing, vanished on the further side of the slope. 


Under these peculiar circumstances the 
party did not consider it safe toencamp on the 
bank as usual, notwithstan ting that Umslopo- 
gaas, sent on an exploring expedition, re- 
ported that he could see no Masai anywhere 
around, though their deserted camp-fires were 
still smouldering. Too well was the treacher- 
ous nature of the marauders known for these 
experienced African travelers to place any 
faith in their simulsted departure. So the 
party encamped in a boat in midstream, but 
Mr. Quartermain’s nerves being badly shaken, 
he was, fortunately for the lives of the party, 
unable to sleep. About midnight he heard the 
hoot of the horned owl, and presently saw a 
lean and clutching black hand lifting itself 
above the gunwale ofthe boat. Almost para- 
lyzed by terror Mr. Quartermain kept still, 
and in a moment the hand was 
followed by a villainous looking head, and 
then came alurch of the canovw, the quick flash 
ofaknife andan awful yell from the native 
asleep in the boat. Instantly the spell was 
broken. Mr. Quartermain leapt up and severed 
the hand that clutched the weapon. The 
owner uttered no sound or cry, like a ghost 
he came and like a ghost he went, leaving be- 
hind him a bloody hand still grasping a sword 
that was buried in the heart ot the native. 

Tne day after this adventure, the party 
reached the mission station, where they met 
with a most kind and profitable reception. It 
was supposed that the Masai would scarcely 
venture to attack the party there, but the 
supposition proved a mistake. One evening 
Mr. Quartermain was sitting on the veranda, 
peacefully smoking and reclining in tne 
gloaming, when suddenly something round 
tell with a soft but neavy thud upon the stone 
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of the mission. There was no mistaking that 
this embassy did not mean peace. Into the 

details of the bloody night which followed it 
is notthe purpose of this review to enter. 

Suffice it to say that the Masai were repulsed 

with great slaughter, and that the missionary 

(who fought with acarving knife), his little 

girl who had been kidnapped and our three 

adventurers all performed prodigies of valor 

and escaped almost unhurt. 

Shortly after this fracas the guests left the hos - 
pitable mission-station which they had been 
the cause of so nearly bringing to dire destruc- 
tion, and made their way unmolested past the 
base of Mount Xenia, past the lonely Lake 
Baringo and about 150 miles beyond toa moun- 
tain called Lekakisera, which has never before 
been visited by Europeans. On through a 
trackless forest (where all their donkeys were 
killed by the tetse fly) to the borders of a great 
lake. They here found friendly natives and 
plenty of game; so the party decided to en- 
camp for awhile and endeavor to glean inform- 
ation about the surrounding country and 
especially the whereabouts of that unknown 
land where the white men dwell. Accordingly, 


barked with the intention of paddling around 
the lake to find a suitable camping-ground. 
But the party were fated to reach their des- 
tination very much sooner and by a very 
different road than they had intended, for 
while pursuing their tour they suddenly found 
themselves sucked into a subterraneous river, 
down which they sped at an alarming rate. 
They were utterly powerless to stop the boat, 
they could but guide her, and by the time 
they bad rushed through a pillar of fire and 
been nearly devoured by immense crabs, 
they were not ill-pleased when the boat 
glided into a magnificent lake, at one 
side of which they could dimly 
discern land. Making their way toward this 
territory they were astonished to meet people 
in boats as white as themselves, and, in fact,. 
as intelligent readers will already have 
guessed, the city was none other than the 
very land they had been looking for: Milosio, 
or the Frowning City. 

What befell them there and what sort of 
people they met with, it is not the Intention of 
this review to disclose. Of course there was 
battle, murder, bloodshed and sudden death, 
or the book could not have been written by 
H. Rider Haggard. There are, however, 
other adventures of a more peaceful kind, 
including the love stories of two beauti- 
ful young queens, and the pranks of 
Umslopogaas, which are sufficiently amusing. 
Taken asa whole, ‘‘Allan Quartermain’’ has 
fewer repulsive features than most of the Hag- 
gard novels—and on the whole is a better 
story than any of his works since ‘‘She.’’ 
This latter work the present novel rather 
closely resembles. In fact, it would appear 
that Mr. Haggard having received such a ter- 
rible wigging for plagiarizing the works of 
other authors, has now turned round and is 
plagiarizing his own. Mr. Haggard has grave 
faults as a writer of fiction; so grave, 
that we sometimes hesitate as to whether his 
tales are not beneath censure—as indeed some 
ofthemare. Yetit must be owned that the 
public look very eagerly out for the announce- 
ment of one of Mr. Haggard’s new fairy tales, 
and seize upon it eagerly when it comes.

A REMINISCENCE OF M’CULLOUGH. 


A Detective Who Watched the Tragedian 
Through a Night of Madoess. 


From the Chicago Herald, 

One of the most peculiar experiences I ever 
had in my life,’’ saida veteran detective the 
other day, ‘‘was the night I passed with John 
McCullough at the Chicago Club in 1884. Dur- 
ing the day the poor tragedian began to show 
signs of insanity and Joseph Brooks, 
his manager, feared that he would commit 


suicide. In the evening his friends in- 
duced him to go to the Chicago Club, where 
they hoped to keep him amused until he went 
to sleep or became more rational. Brooks 
sent over to our office for a man to watch him 
and I was detailed for the service. My in- 
structions were to keep him in the club-house 
if possible, but to use no violence unless he 
attempted to do himself some * I didn’t 
much like the yndertaking, as McCullough 
was an exceedingly powerfal man, and I knew 
that his insanity would give him more than 
his usual strength. 

„When I reached the club-house McCul- 
lough was lying ona sofa, apparently asleep, 
and by his side was a heavy blackthorn stick. 
At a table playing cards were two members of 
his company, who were therefor the same 
purpose as myself. As everything seemed to 
be quiet Isat down in a chair and soon went 
o into adoze. Suadenly I saw McCullough 
A from the sofa, and, with his cane in 

d walk over tothe table where the card- 
. were seated. As he approached the ta- 
le he raised the stick and brought it down with 
terrific force upon the head of the man 
nearest him. he man dropped to the 
r like a log, but before MeCui- 
lough could do any more damage with 
the etick we had him pinned to the floor.

The Great DeSoto Race— Interest Among 
Local Wheelmen—The Racers Evenly 
Matched — Avsenqenentt in Case of 
Breakdowns—The Fourth Flitting—Some 
Recent Records —Monday’s Eastern 
Races— Notes. 


There is no sign of a hitch in the Greenwood- 
Stone race to DeSoto and back, July 10. The 
nearer the day grows the more certain sppear 
the signs of a great contest. Both men are in 
good trim and their daily training is doing 
wonders, They dovery little talking about 
their expectations as each knows he has his 
hands full. Their training is done ‘‘on the 
quiet,’’ but early and late riders report they 
occasionally see a coffee mill rapidly cutting 
through the morning mists or a 
55-inch crank flying phantom-like through the 


dusty dusk. The interest among the local 
riders is something intense: There is nothing 
else talked about at the clube, at the parks 
and onthe roads. The uncertainty is some- 
thing delightful and is captivatingly conta- 


gious. One side has wild propecies to 
make of how far Percy will leave Green- 
wood on the level to Maxville, while 
the other side is equally fanciful in 


redicting what Greenwood will gain on the 

ills. It is a hundred mile race by measure- 
ment, but by the difficulties to be overcome 
the distance is twice that. The race attracts 
attention from the entire wheel-world also, 
because never before in the history of cycling 
has a race been run over such a course. It is 
really a ride over mountains. Some of the 
hills are two and three miles long, and so 
steep that it requires three horses to haul up 
an empty wagon. 

A number of wheelmen of each faction will 
be stationed along the route with wheels for 
the riders in case of a break-down. A party 
will go to Bulltown, twenty-eight miles down, 
see the racers at Kimmswick Hill going down 
in the morning, and ride back from there with 
them intheevening. The Missouri Club has 
called arun down the road for that day, and 
the St. Louis Cycle will probably do the same. 
The famous old road will probably see more 
wheels that day than it has seen altogether in 
its eventful history.
